The chuckholes. pits and bumps your car may suffer 
now while going down Main Street will be solved 
sometime (his summer' when the thoroughfare gets- 
resurfaced completely. 

The AntWh village board agreed Monday night to the 
proposed improvement of Rtc. 83 (Main Street) from'Rtc. 
P3 to North Avenue. 

. The village's share of the project will be about S33.012. 
which will come out of Motor Fuel Tax funds. The entire 
project will cost an estimated $373,750, with the state and 
federal government picking up the rest of the tab, 15 
percent and 85 percent respectively. 

The .slate and federal government will finance the 
resurfacing, of the main route, while the village must pay 
for the cost of repavtng the lanes used for parking along 
the street. Village Trustee Vern Barnstable explained. 

Trustee Don Amundsen said he thought using Motor 
Fuel Tax funds was an "excellent way to finance the 
project." Supt. of Public Works Walt Shepard said he had 
set aside $55,000 in his budget for the project completion, 
which has been discussed for the past four years. 

Shepard said the Motor Fuel Tax funding will free up 
some funds he had budgeted for the resurfacing for some 
other village project. 

Improving Main Street would be a major project, he 
explained, as the current blacktop 'must be stripped off, 
storm drainage must be re-installed and traffic light 
modernization must be completed at the intersection of 
Lake and Main Streets. 

Although the village has not yet signed the completed

6 District 34 teachers to be honorably dismissed 



Six non-tenured teachers of Antioch 
Grade School District 34 were honorably 
dismissed at the Board of Education 
meeting Ma"rch 20. effective at the end of 
this school year. 

Supt. Don Skidmore explained that two 
were dismissed who were hired on a 
temporary basis this war. three were 
dismissed because of declining enrollment, 
and one was dismissed because a program 
bad been phased out of the curriculum. 

The two teachers dismissed who had 
been hired temporarily were Barbara 
Carlson. Fifth grade .teacher at Oakland 
School, and Pete Zeien. Title I teacher at 
Oakland. 

The three instructors dismissed due to 
declining enrollment included John 
Wheeler, a first-war science teacher at the 
Upper Grade School; Carta Wctusstrom/a, 
, second-war first grade teacher at the 
Lower Grade School: and Sally Schcen- 
berg, a second-year fourth grade teacher at 
Channel Lake School. 

Also dismissed was MuteSchwabe. an 
ait teacher for kindergarten through fifth 
grade at all the district schools. 

Skidmore said the an program in those 
grades had been dissolved to<gain instrue- 
tW time in other classroom' areas and to 
integrate art with regular classroom, in-

Skidmore explained (bat if the teachers* 
positions were re-opened, those dismissed 
would be the first considered for being 
rehired. 

AT LAST NIGHT'S Board of Education 
meeting, Skidmore was scheduled to give a 
report on the asbestos testing of Oakland 
and Antioch Lower Grade Schools, .-,.

111 advised 
him that it is "highly improbable that we 
have a level of asbestos in our air over 
which we ought to be concerned. 

"Nevertheless, for ray own peace of 
mind and the safety of ourstudents I have 
taken the liberty to, have these tests 
.conducted at a cost of SI. 200." he said.

ALSO At THE MEETING, Skidmore 



was scheduled to recommend to the board 
to consider restoring funds to support the 
annual achievement testing program. 

Last spring, the board elected to 
discontinue the district's annual achieve- 
ment * testing program due to projected

Skidmore said for the amount of money' 
involved. standardized achievement 
testing could yield invaluable educational 
information. 

"Among other things it offers a quick, 
inexpensive index of how well our students 
achieve compared to national and local 
norms in reading, math and science.

Charles Cliggett, who - 
heads the non-profit Illinois 
Fair Plnn Association in 
Chicago pointed out that in* 
the midst of a crisis situa- 
tion, people are apt to 
forget basic safety rules or 
not even * realize where 
danger lies. 

"Anytime you have 
water involved with elec-. 
trieity there is imminent 
danger," Cliggett said. 

"For example, water • 
leaking .through roofs has. 
found Its way into electrical 
ceiling fixtures. If this hap- 
pens, be sure to cut off the 
light switch, for a short 
circuit could cause fire. 

"If it is necessary, you 
may want to have the 
master switch closed. But 
here, too, you must be 
cautious, particularly if the 
switch is in your, basement 
and there is water there." 
Cliggett said that a 
flooded basement can be 
dangerous even if there is 
only a small -amount of 
water on the floor. 

"If you want your master 
switch cut off in a flooded 
basement, it is best to call 
your utility company and 
ask them to cut the power." 
"If you must go into a 
flooded basement, wear 
rubber boots," Cliggett 
warned, "Trv.not to touch 
any metallic appliance ' 
cabinet. Don't touch metal 
pull chains on light 
fixtures. 

"Remember that walking 
through a puddle of water 
that has a chance of touch- 
ing any power source is as 
dangerous as sticking your 
fingers in a light socket." 

Cliggett also observed 
that this is a particularly 
important time to remem- 
ber that flammable materi- 
als should not be stored in 
basements. 

"Be careful what you try r 
to salvage from flooding." 
he said. "Saving flam- 
mable objects that are close 
to power sources can lead 
to fires in the home. Use 
vour good judgement. 
Evercise caution."

Life insurance is n crucial part of financial planning, . 
There are basically two types of life. insurance, term and 
permanent. This week we'll talk about term insurance/*"" 

Term life insurance is like auto insurance. You pay the 
premium and then you are.insurcd*'for a specified term of 
time, usually one year. 

If you have a claim during that term, your beneficiary 
co11ec«s"~on the policy, If you don't have a claim, (he 
premium money is gone. You don't get anything back. 

There are several types of term. The most basic is 
"Annual Rnewable Term" (ART). You have the right to 
renew, the policy annually. The company has the right to 
raise the premium each year to a new premium that was 
specified in the policy. «--- 

Life Insurance premiums are based on the statistical 
probability of dying. The largest! single factor in the 
statistics is age. Therefore, as we get older the pure ' 
premium for life insurance has to go up. 

Annual renewable term allows the company to charge 
exactly the premium needed each year. Any form of life 
insurance where the premium stays level means that the 
company has -to try to average out the premiums. 

Let's look at an example of how an Annual Renewable 
Term Life insurance policy works. My friend Tom is 
considering buying $25,000 of life insurance: He is 35 
years old. He doesn't have any bad medical history to 
complicate things. The Annual Renewable Term premi- 
ums that Toni would have to pay at a company I write life 
insurance with, would be as follows: 

AGE ANNUAL PREMIUM 

'35 -- $76.25 

45 $135,25 

55 362.25 

fr5 &93.7S 

75 cannot renew 

If Tom dies anytime during the term of his insurance; 
; his beneficiary will receive $25^000 from the insurance 
company. If Tom survives lo age 65 he will have paid 
S9.627 in premiums. If Tom lives to age 75. he will. have 
paid $22.7b6.'75. The company will cancel his insurance air 
that time and it will be all over. Tom's money will be 
gone. 

Tom isn't sure this is the best way for him to go. He'd 
like to get his money back even if he lives. He'd also like to 
have level premiums. 

Next week we'll look at another life insurance option, 
permanent* insurance. Annual Renewable Term is the 
cheapest in terms of what you pay right now for life 
insurance, but it isn't necessarily the cheapest in the long 
run.

Aspirin 



(Editor's Notei This column by pharmacist 'Don

Medicinal use of aspirin dutcs back at least as far as 
ancient Greece. , 

Hippocrates, the famous Greek physician, suggested 
that his patients with pain and fever could find welcome 
relief by chewing the bark of the willow tree; which, 
unknown to Hippocrates contained sulicin, a chemical 
cousin to aspirin. The remedy worked and the chewing of 
willow tree bark and other barks containingisalicin became 
-ihe-stamlard-vyay to relieve pain. It remained popular up to 
the early 1800's when European scientists were finally 
able to separate the saliein and throw* away the not so 

appetizing bark. 

Soon thereafter, researchers discovered two new drills 
similar to saliein. but even stronger hi therapeutic effects; 
salicylic acid \- acet'yc'salicylic acid, * 

Of llie two medications. acetycsalicvlie acid proved in be 
ntyrc effective and when Bayer Company began manu- 
facturing it in I8 l )9 under' the trademark of aspirin, the 
20th century's most widely used drun was bom. 

More than 14,000,000 recommendations for aspirin 
tablets art- made each year by physicians in the. United 
States." 

Aspirin is recommended and used so often because 
aspirin is one of a very few medications capable of 
providing the highly dcsireable therapeutic actions: very 
effectively and at a very low cost. • - 

Aspirin is: 

1) an analgesic,, capable of releiving a variety of pains. 

2) an excellent fever reducer. 

. 3)a^ medication capable of releiving the aches and pains 
associated with inflammation. 

AS A PAIN RELIEVER 

The way aspirin works as a pain reliever is still 
somewhat of a mvsterv. Manv scientists believe it acts on 
the central nervous system and the pain sensing centers of 
the brain. It is believed that here aspirin actually raises the 
body's pain threshold; so that we don't feel pain as much, 
if at all. 

Another theory is that aspirin works more locally. That 
by normalizing- the chemistry of affected tissues, it acts to 
relieve pain right at the spot from which it is emanated. 

Regardless of how it works exactly, medical experts, 
along with most people who take it. 'agree that aspirin is 
one of, our most effective pain relievers. It begins to .bring 
relief in minutes and that relief can last for hours ;*7 , - l '" : ' 

Aspirings unusual ability to lower elevated body 
temperature basing been recognized. Some scientists 
believe aspirin works to reduce fever by expanding the tiny- 
blood vessels under our skin and increasing blood flow, so 
that excess heat leaves the body and temperature falls. 

Aspirin may also have an effect on the hypoihalmus; the 
area of the body that controls temperature, inducing it to 
trigger a temperature drop when there is fever. Although 
some people may experience sweating when they take 
aspirin., the sweating is not necessary to lower fever. 
Medical studies have shown that in almost all persons with 
feve-gyusptrin can produce at least a one to three percent 
drop in temperature within three hours. 

However, it must be kept in mind, fever often signifies 
the pressence of infection, or another problem of the bod v . 
So always be .sure to inform your physician about any 
persistant elevation in terperature you experience. 

Inflammation Is a natural process that takes place in the 
body's tissues following injury, infection, or disease. The 
results are. familiar: tenderness, swelling, pain and 
stiffness in different degrees depeeding-on the cause Jfc 
the affected area. 

Medical investigators have shown that aspirin may. block 
the action of certain enzymes that . play a part in the 
inflammatory process. v
